Hon. Leslie Hore-Beltoha from 
the vital executive poet of Secretary of State 
for War In the British government the world 
will learn In due time. Today’s dispatches 
from London contain a plethora of varied 
speculation. Most of It Is angry. Some of 
It Is outspokehly skeptical. The least bitter 
of It demands the whole truth and nothing 
but tht truth. 

One writer calls It a victory for the “brass 
hats"—meaning that school which the Min¬ 
ister annoyed when he began his reorganisa¬ 
tion of the army by democratising It as well 
as mechanising It, by riding roughshod over 
tradition and seniority claims, and by replac¬ 
ing the “old guard” by younger and more 
alert minds. Yet another explanation Is that 
Mr. Hore-Bellsha had been finding it difficult 
to harmonise his own administrative views 
with those of the men whom he favored by 
mm |wy!u» lm n/u.i^v the view's of Commander- 
ln-Chlef Viscount Gort, and that Prime Min¬ 
ister Chamberlain—apprised of the circum¬ 
stances—found himself obliged to decide be¬ 
tween permitting the dissensions to continue 
and definite action to put an end to them. 
Press and public naturally will not rest until 
aU the facts have been fully ventilated in 
the House of Commons. 

In the abeenoe of such Information, how¬ 
ever, It Is Interesting to note the dignified 
communication which Mr. Hore-Bellsha has 
addressed to his constituents In Devon port. 
He modestly refers to those “changes and en¬ 
largements" In the army to which he found 
It desirable to give effect-- reorganization 
policies, of course, which for long have been 
the admiration of the military's rank and file 
and a source of encouragement and pride 
to an anxious and trusting public—and as¬ 
sume the people of Britain that the “ever¬ 
growing numbers" of this "democratic or¬ 
gan! ration" will acquit themselves “with 
valor and distinction If and when the occa¬ 
sion comes* And here is the voice of the 
patriot:-- 

"I am proud and privileged to have been 
lor so long associated with it, and to have 
helped to mold Its form and spirit. What¬ 
ever may fall to me, I shall perform 
with vigor, but I have no thought at the 
present moment but that of winning the war. 
This concentration of purpose. I am sure, is 
shared by every one of my constituents. The 
fact that I remain the member for Devon 
port still gives roe an opportunity for 
service." 

As In the case of Mr. Eden, young Mr. 
Hoie-Beltoha will be heard from again, for he 
got hit fighting spirit through his service 
with the “Old Contemptibles.” whom he 
Joined as a mere lad In October, 1914. He 
is In his 49th year, began his political life 
as an ardent Liberal and entered the cabinet 
In ISM u a National Liberal.

Aside from the hlghly-metaphorlcal de¬ 
scription of German propaganda and Ger¬ 
man method! which Mr. McKenzie gives, It 
would seem to be clear from his observa¬ 
tions that Nazi technique does not stand up 
very well under the Inexorable scrutiny of 
common sense and historical knowledge. And 
what he means more specifically, we pre¬ 
sume, is that his examination of Germany’s 
propaganda confirms him in Ms belief— 
shared by many people—that one of the 
Reich’s chief handles pa hi Its took of under- 
standing of other peoples, their outlook and 
their Inherent sense of fair play, and Us 
complete Inability to develop a sense of 
humor. TMa latter, of course, to the saving 
grace of the English-speaking peoples. 

How could the Herr Dektor Coebbela 
compete with even the stiff British Min¬ 
istry of Information? He hat run German 
films out of neutral movie houses merely 
hsssnsr the exercise of ordinary Intelligence 
hat exposed the Nazi poison In what to sup¬ 
posed to he entertainment with a propaganda 
flavor. The "Entente Cordlale”—a French 
film now running In New York, showing 
the beginnings and development of the 
Anglo-French alliance—la playing to large 
houses. The success of this type of "pub¬ 
licity" la to striking contrast with the posi¬ 
tive failure abroad of the Goebbela type.

N OW THAT 1 AM leaving Brit¬ 
ish Columbia for a few 
month* and going back where 
my family haa lived for about 
140 years, I find myself really 
thinking about thla western coun¬ 
try M home. I remember Bruce 
Hutchison's warning that the Vic¬ 
toria people never consider you 
one of themselves until you have 
lived here for 20 year* or SO. and 
do not know whether the destinies 
which shape our ends will ever 
let me quality for that or not. 

A couple of years ago a na¬ 
tional political leader Joked with 
me about living on Vancouver 
Island, and remarked, "Why, It's 
like another country." I agreed 
with him. AU British Columbia 
to different from all .the rest of 
Canada, and Vancouver Island 
teems different from the rest 
of B.C. to me. 

I guess I am what the prairie 
people call an "ornery" cuss. 
Many people come out here who 
think the climate U wonderful 
but the people, figuratively speak¬ 
ing, are not ao hot. I appraise 
them the other way round. Her¬ 
esy though tt may be, I do not 
think the climate of the coast Is 
aU that It to cracked up I* be. 
Ou ike Other hand tho people are 
In a clasa by themselves. More 
accurately I should say In classes 
by themselves. For In no other 
part of the continent that I know 
of to there so Uttle uniformity of 
thought, habit, and background 
as here. _ 

In one sense thla la not a colony 
but a whole aeries of them. There 
are the Old Country folk, all of 
whose connections, financial, 
mental and sentimental, skip 
clean over the Canadian mainland 
and land In the tight little Island 
over the Atlantic. There are the 
retired dvil servants from India 
and the colonial Empire whose 
sentimental links with the Mother¬ 
land have been more or leas atro¬ 
phied by long absence, who have 
determined to end their days 
here, who are still bubbling over 
with mental alertness and Interest 
In Ufe, but who feel themaelvea 
a* adult orphan* In Canada, look¬ 
ing In from a sort of fringe. 
There are the refugees from 
prairie drought and depression 
whom you can spot a block away. 
The oldsters among them never 
lose that faraway wtotful look 
and that yearning to be young 
again and back in God's country 
When they say that the tun 
shines brighter there, and that 
you really don't mind it much 
when It’s 20 or 30 below zero/they 
mean It. They ere the moat 
homesick people on the coast next 
to the white exile* from China. I 
never met any people ao passion 
ately tond of any land a * are 
the Anglo-Saxon* driven from 
Chin* by the Japanese Invasion. 
There must be something Infin¬ 
itely fine In that strange land 
to have won auch an Intensity of 
affection. 

THE NET RESULT of an this 
1 diversity of attachment and 
origin la an enforced tolerance of 
other people'* habits and opinions 
to a degree not evident elsewhere 
In some things, this doesn’t work 
out so well. By all odd* the most 
incalculable drivers I ever ob¬ 
served are In Victoria. The ac¬ 
cident to low because everybody 
drive* at If everybody else to 
crazy, and, speaking confiden¬ 
tially, most of these opinions are 
pretty close to the truth. But in 
neighborly relations, politics and 
religion It makes for the peace¬ 
able acceptance of the principles 
of live and let live. 

The youngsters are a Joy to 
behold. The schools have the 
friendliest atmosphere I ever en¬ 
countered. There are more fine- 
looking girt* with the hair the 
color of newly-minted copper 
than any place else I ever saw. 
When I say copper color 1 do 
not mean the red shade which 
gave half of Europe the phrase 
"A Scot has been here." A pro 
feasor tells me that he tested all 
the high schools In Canada and 
the Victoria atudanta were the 
moat Americanized of any In the 
Dominion. A soldier tells me 
there are more ex-officers here 
than In any other part of the 
British Empire. They may both 
be right 

Anyway I like Victoria, becauae 
the young Chinese girls have the 
most beautiful legs I ever saw 
and the old Sikh men have the 
most beautiful faoea, and for a 
hundred other reasons.

It will go for¬ 
ward in several waya: The Ger¬ 
man government will Insist that 
the Allies are "warmongers,” that 
Germany does not want an Inch 
of British or French aotl, arid that 
the Allies’ war to carried on for 
plutocratic, capitalistic, and “Im¬ 
perialistic” reasons. 

This official German propa¬ 
ganda will be directed at radical 
daconient among the masses 
abroad. It will picture Germany 
as the fighting front for a new 
European or Eurasian social 
order. It will duplicate much of 
the Communist propaganda, and 
promise a united Europe, the end 
of unemployment and LOCO yean 
of peace.

Writing on Hitler’s approach 
to pacta, Herr Herrmann Rausch- 
nlng, In Ms book, “The Revolu¬ 
tion of NtMltom,” says: 

"Hitler told me that morning 
what was hla view of the value of 
treaties. He was ready, he said, 
to sign anytMng. He was ready 
to guarantee any frontier and to 
conclude a nonaggreaalon pact 
with anyone. It was a simple¬ 
ton’! idea not to avail one's self 
of expedients of thli sort because 
the day might come when some 
formal agreement would have to 
be broken. Every pact sworn to 
was broken or became out of 

date sooner or later._He could 

conclude any treaty In good faith 
and be reedy to break it the next 
day If It was In the Interest of the 
future of Germany." 

What sort of a treaty can be 
binding on a man with auch a 
policy? But Hitler to against 
negotiations. According to Herr 
Rauschnlgg: 

"Hitler himself has said, he 
who negotiates la lost. Following 
that principle, H tier at ones puts 
up his price, to the confusion of 
hto opponents.

A verdict of accidental death 
was returned by a coroner's Jury 
at an Inquest conducted at Mc¬ 
Call's Funeral Home today by Dr. 
E. C Hart, over the death of 
Bessie Wlnnifred Butler, 41, ol 
Vancouver. Miss Butler died in 
the Jubilee Hospital on Wednes¬ 
day evening from Injuries re¬ 
ceived when her car skidded on 
an icy stretch of road on Shel- 
bourne Street, half a mile north 
of Hillside Avenue, early last Sat¬ 
urday morning, and collided with 
another ear driven by A. A. 
Franklin, Ruby Road. 

Teatlmany wai given by Wil¬ 
liam Butler, brother of the de¬ 
ceased, who laid his slater waa In 
good health and had driven a car 
for many years. 

Dr. Charles Duck said Mias 
Butler received a cut over the 
right eye, requiring the use of 
two surgical clips. At the post 
mortem examination It waa found 
that death was due to a small 
fracqre of the skull, shock and 
pneumonia. 

A. A. Franklin, driver of a 
light delivery truck, which was 
struck by Miss Butler's sutomo- 
btte, testified the roads were 
clear of traffic, and as he saw 
Miss Butler's car coming to¬ 
wards him It semeed to swerve, 
then when It was about 40 feet 
from his.

f ERMANY FACES toes whose 
military strategy it It to 
humble her by walling her in 
from the supplies the needs to 
carry on a protracted war. 

Germany's weakness lies In the 
bet that she must get a great 
deal that she needs from the out¬ 
side. This is further aggravated 
by the fact that to get what the 
needs she must pay for H with 
either goods or money. 

Her access to the goods of many 
countries is cut off by the Brit¬ 
ish blockade. Many products are 
cut off that way altogether. 
Other products are made to costly 
that they are prohibitive. The 
risk of shipping goods to Ger¬ 
many raises the price. The round¬ 
about route they must take makes 
another addition to the price. 


BLOCKADE 


To pay for these Imparted 
goods she needs money or mer¬ 
chandise. She has not the money. 
The only money good in inter¬ 
national trade is gold and her 
supply is hopelessly inadequate. 


As for other goods, there she 
faces two obstacles 
First of all the production of 
war materials, along with the 
demands for men In the army, 
makes it difficult for her to oper¬ 
ate her peace-time product fac¬ 
tories. She Is not, therefore, 
able to supply exports as pay¬ 
ment for what she needs on as 
large a scale as necessary.

Research laboratories will con¬ 
tinue to produce new discoveries 
and new syntheses of knowledge, 
but economic and political condi¬ 
tion* will continue to determine 
how they are to be used. 

There will be empty stomachs 
amidst a surplus of plenty. Bril¬ 
liant scientific development will 
be warped to kill innocent men, 
women and children In order that 
barbaric rulers may have their 
sway. 

FORCE NEEDED 

Until human behavior develops 
further, until there are practical 
methods of entrenching democ¬ 
racy behind psychological de¬ 
fences, until the world achieves 
some peaceful way of curbing the 
murderous or suicidal effects of 
aggressive leaders or self-right¬ 
eous groups, what we believe to 
be intellectually andmorally right 
must be defended by foroe when 
necessary. 

In the complex of war and 
economic conflict.

Two Quick Tricks Are Necessary 
To Respond to Vanderbilt Club 

THIS IS ANOTHER article de- 
* scribing the Vanderbilt Club 
convention, the earliest and one 
of the most publicized of all con 
tract bidding systems. It la an 
authoritative presentation ap¬ 
proved by the author of the 
system, Harold S. Vanderbilt, and 
by hi* favorite partner, Walde- 
msr von Zedtwitx. This Is the 
method they use In handling the 
convention and Its corollaries. 

_■ J N the VANDERBILT system, 
response to all opening bids of 
one club are natural, with the 
exception that the response of one 
diamond la used conventionally 
to Indicate a hand which does 
not contain two quick tricks. 

In other words, any response 
other than one diamond to the 
opening bid of one club shows two 
quick tricks, such as the ace of 
two suits, the see king of a suit, 
or the are of one suit and kings 
In two other suits. In quick tricks 
there can be eight, no more nor 
less. In any deal. However, the 
system accords to other combina¬ 
tions the following "high card 
vilue": 

If * Q J x of same suit; Q x 
and Q x of different suits; Q x 
and J x of different suits: one- 
half high card trick. 

K J 10 of same suit; K x and Q 
x of dlffsrent suits: one high card 
trick. 

A Q; A J 10: K Q 10 of same 
suit: ltt high card tricks 
The conventional requirement 
for the positive response it two 
quick tr)cks.

INASMUCH AS the one diamond 
response to the bid of one dub 
_ artificial and tells, only one 
story, namely the absence of two 
quick tricks, this response Is forc¬ 
ing on the opening bidder for one 
round. Perhaps the responding 
hand holds great length In a suit, 
or at least a biddable or playable 
suit, which he wishes to show 
after he has told the story of his 
weakness In quick tricks. 

Should the opening hand then 
merely bid one of any suit or no 
trump, the responding hand la 
under no further obligation to re¬ 
spond; nor Is he obligated (o bid 
further should the opener now 
merely call two dubs, which 
would show a dub auit, or two 
diamonds, disclosing a diamond ; 
suit. Any further bidding by the 
responding hand would be die- 
tsted entirely by the nature of Ids 
holdings.

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Su&ar Beets for Seed 
To be Grown on Island 


By R K. CARNEGIE 
Canadian Preaa Staff Writer 

OTTAWA (CP)— Canadian 
farmers will be asked to under¬ 
take specialty jobs this year be¬ 
cause of the war and grow fibre 
feed, sugar beet seed and soy 
beans as well as producing more 
pork, cheese and ordinary flax 
reed for making linseed ofi. 

Reports from the provinces 
reaching Hon. J. G. Gardiner, 
Minister of Agriculture, In the 
past few days concerning the 
work-of co-ordinating the war ef¬ 
fort on the farm indicate that 
plans are moving ahead satisfac¬ 
torily. By springtime the entire 
situation should be pretty well la 
hand. 

Soon after war was declared 
the agricultural supplies com¬ 
mittee was appointed by the Do¬ 
minion government to join with 
the provincial agricultural de¬ 
partments to direct farm Industry 
Into channels which would do 
most good. 

Justice Department officials 
since have found that It should 
not have been called a committee 
but a board and a new order-ln- 
council Is to be passed soon mak¬ 
ing It the Agricultural Supply 
Board,'but the personnel, with 

A. M. Shaw aa chairman, will re¬ 
main unchanged. 

One of the problems that the 
board la working out with the 
provincial farm experts Is to 
guarantee that the farmers have 
plenty of high-quality seed. Much 
of the seed used in -Canada nor¬ 
mally came froth parts of Europe 
now Involved In the war. The 
practice of the Canadian trade to 
keep from one to two years’ sup¬ 
plies of seed on hand has proved 
fortunate because It will give 
this country time to grow Its own. 

HAVE YEAR’S MIFPIT 

In a normal year about 90 per,i 
cent of Canada’s supply of sugar i 
beet seed came from Germany : 
and Poland, but the two districts 
where sugar beets are grown on 
a large scale—Chatham. On,.. and 
Raymond. Alta.—have sufficient 
supplies for this year and three- 
quarters of what will be required 
under normal conditions In 1941, 
according to seed experts here. 

However, as more land than 
usual win be planted to beets to 
guard against a sugar shortage, 
seed requirements will be above 
the normal. 

— Seed men expect about 300 
acres In the western Ontario dls-: 
trict win be planted with full- 
grown beets saved over from last 
year to provide seed for 1941 and 
another 130 acres will be planted 
In Alberta. It takes two years to 
produce seed from seed. 

As a further precaution, sugar 
beeta entirely for seed production 
are to be grown on Vancouver 
Island and on the British Colum¬ 
bia mainland. Some seed also 
Is to be sent to the United States 
to be grown there for the Cana 
dian sugar beet Ind us try . 

With all these precautions seed 
authorities expect the Industry 
will be well protected and pro¬ 
duction of beet sugar will con¬ 
tinue to Increase. 

MANGEL SEEDS 

Canada uses about 190,000 
pounds of mangel seed annually 
and while most of this comes 
from the United Kingdom where 
growers have guaranteed supplies 
for future years, Canada will en¬ 
deavor to grow 32,000 pounds as 
a projection In the Marittmes and 
at Dominion experimental farms 
In several provinces. 

Most of the 160,000 pounds of 
swede turnip seed sown In Can¬ 
ada comes from the United King¬ 
dom and Canadian fanners will 
continue to rely on that source, 
the view being that with Great 
Britain buying so much from 
Canada any product the United 
Kingdom can supply Canada 
should be bought from that source 
at this time. Some turnip seed 
will be grown here but.only a> 
a protection against shortage.

B. 000 acres In fibre flax, used to 
make linen, and present plans 
call for this acreage to be doubled 
A section of 3,000 acres will be 
planted to fibre flax In the Ot¬ 
tawa Valley and the remainder

A. Fyfe of the British Fibre 
Control Board haf been In Can¬ 
ada assisting In the arrangements. 
Considerable quantities of last 
year's flax seed grown in Can¬ 
ada will go to northern Ireland 
to supply the needs there nor¬ 
mally met by European countries. 

Canada will need considerable 
quantities of soy beans, particu¬ 
larly to supply feed for livestock, 
and efforts will be made to grow 
them In western Ontario. Corn 
lands may be shifted to the bean 
crop. 

Western Canada farmers will 
be urged to grow more flax of the 
type used In making dtpaeed. The 
2,300,000 bushels grown last year 
fell about 300,000 bushels short 
of the needs of Canada for paint 
oils and oil cakes which are fed 
to livestock. 

British Columbia will this year 
make a definite bid to capture the 
sugar beet seed Industry. 

Because of war in Europe the 
seed from countries of those con¬ 
tinents will not be exported to 
Canada. 

Sugar beet has been grown for 
seed on Vancouver Island for 
many years, but never In a very 
extensive way, as European coun¬ 
tries, particularly Denmark, spe¬ 
cialized In the Industry. 

Because of the climate. Van¬ 
couver Island and the lower main¬ 
land are most suited economically 
for the growth of sugar beet seed. 

The beets should be left In the 
ground over the winter for the 
best seed; this, of course, cannot 
be-ds n s I n the pe a lrle province s , 
where the ground Is frozen bard 
for nearly six months each year.

everyone likes It In the house at 
Christmas. The Christmas pud¬ 
ding wouldn't seem quite right 
without a spray of hoily In the 
centre.

But In the east, where holly 
lust won’t grow because of the 
weather, It is rare and much 
prized. The person who gets a 
box of holly from Victoria feels 
signally honored. Friends and 
neighbors admire It for weeks.
